SHELVED AGAIN 

Capt. A. E. Baker, managing director of the 
Canadian Institute for the Blind, is optimistic 
enough to say he thinks pensions will be paid 
to this terribly handicapped class of citizens 
“within the next year or two.” 

The public will generally and heartily hope 
that he is right; not all will share his confidence 
that the hope will be realized. Parliament at 
the last session, as it has done in past sessions, 
paid lip-service to this most deserving pro- 
posal, but nothing more, It shelved the matter 
for another year. 

Many who, fortunately, will not be eligi- 
ble for such pensions, will be pardoned for 
thinking that present and past parliaments nave 
dealt with the question in a way far from 
creditable to the members and the country. 

It is obvious, to the point of being scanda- 
lous, at a time when great numbers of people 
must be supported from the public treasury be- 
cause there is not enough for them to do, that 
parliament cannot make up its mind to free 
blind persons permanently from the necessity 
of working for a living

plicable. The public is undoubtedly favorable 
to pensions for the blind and would gladly pay 
them. But parliament has for years hedged on 
the proposition as though it would bankrupt the 
country—while continuing to perpetuate the

Ice cream has been used since about 1775, 
as some of the English cook books of that period 
mention recipes for it. It is said to have been 
introduced into the United States by Dolly 
Madison. 

The flavorings used for ice cream are of 
great variety with strawberry, vanilla and 
chocolate continuing to be the common favor- 
ites; although caramel, black walnut, pistachio, 
pecan and lemon are also favored. 

When prepared at home, ice cream is pre- 
pared in the ordinary freezer where the con- 
tainer is held in a mixture of coarse salt and 
finely broken ice; or it is prepared in the freez- 
ing compartment of the electric refrigerator 
During the freezing process, small crystals will 
form and it is therefore necessary to stir the 
nixture in order to break up the crystals and 
to obtain a smooth, creamy product. You will 
notice that many of the recipes for ice cream 
to be made in the electric refrigerator advise 
stirring the mix during freezing. 

Although cream is frequently made at 
home, it is also manufactured on a wide com- 
mercial scale and sold in tremendous quanti- 
ties. In America, the mixture is pasteurized, 
then put into a special machine which breaks 
up the fat globules and thereby makes the pro- 
duct smoother; then cooled; and finally harden- 
ed at a temperature from 10 to 20 degrees be- 
low zero. 

The accepted grades of ice cream use stan- 
dard mixtures and the composition of the prod- 
uct is regulated by law. In the United States in 
1916 more than three hundred million gallons 
of ice cream were manufactured and it has been 
estimated that every man, woman and child 
used almost three gallons during the year. The 
ice cream industry has been a great help to the 
dairyman in giving him an added outlet for his 
ra milk

Ice cream provides vitamin A, calcium need- 
ed for bones and teeth, and also protein and is 
an excellent food for both adults and children. 
Gelatin is added to provide smoothness 
and manufacturers are sometimes criticized for 
adding it. However, I suggest that the laws be 
changed to admit the use of even more gelatin 
as this is a wholesome food product which 
makes the ice cream more palatable. 

Those in good health are advised to use ice 
cream and this highly nourishing food which is

Ailing House 


HOT ATTIC 
By Roger B. Whitman 


During a hot spell, an attic may 
£et so unbearably hot that it cannot 
be used, and heat will pass from the 
attic to the bedrooms beneath. By 
evening an attic may be so over- 
heated that it will be hours before 
the house cools off. During the 
summer there should be ventilation 
in an attic to remove the heated air. 
To save running to the attic to close 
windows in a sudden rainstorm, 
ventilators can be put in the open- 
ings, so made that air can pass 
freely, but rain will be kept out. 
Heavy insulation in the roof will 
prevent heat from passing through, 
or if not that, insulation in the attic 
floor will protect the rest of the 
house. Any house can be kept cool 
in summer by putting an electric 
fan in the attic to blow out of an 
opening. With the attic stairway or 
trap-door open, the fan draws air 
up from downstairs. To take its 
place, outdoor air will come in 
through open windows, and there 
will be a continuous flow of air 
through the house. Special fans arc 
made for this purpose, large enough 
to change all of the air in a house 
several times each hour. Even in 
the hottest weather, a house with 
this arrangement will quickly cool 
off at evening and be comforiable 
long before bedtime. 


COPPER SCREEN STAINS 


QUESTION—I have outside cop- 
per screens, and when rain drives 
through a green discoloration gets 
all over the white window sills 
What will take off this discoloration 
without taking off the paint? 

J, H.R, Newark, N.J. 


ANSWER.—If the sills are finish- 
ed in straight white lead paint, the 
discoloration will go off by itself, 
although more will follow with later 
rains. If there is zinc fn the paint, 
the discoloration is permanent; any- 
thing that will remove it will dam- 
age the paint. The only remedy is 
repainting. 

You can prevent the trouble by 
varnishing the screens. Clean them 
thoroughly with soap and water, 
and then follow by wiping well 
with benzine. This benzine part of 
the job should be done outdoors and 
on a damp day; on a hot and dry 
day the benzine might ignite under 
the friction With the screening 
clean, give if a coat of two parts 
spar varnish and one part each lin- 
seed oil and turpentine This is 
most easily applied by wiping with 
a piece of carpet tacked to a block 
of wood. A brush is likely to fill 
the meshes.

A bulletin on soil drifting 
control in the prairie provinces 
issued by the department of 
agriculture contains an 18-year 
record of Saskatchewan's crop 
district No. 3, typical of the 
bad sections of Palliser's tri- 
angle. From 1916 the record 
shows yields as high as 258 
bushels per acre. The lowest 
before 1926 was 5.8 bushels in 
1919. In 1929, however, the 
yield fell from the high mark to 
68 In the subsequent five 
years the yields were: 8.4 bushe 
els per acre; 3.1; 8.3; 3.7; 2. 

During those years the farm- 
er’s return from his land was 
highest in 1929 at $7 per acre,
